B ack-tow ork 
orders 
actually 
w ent out to the far-flung 3,000 
local unions of the UMW early to­ 
day, making it unlikely that full 
scale production would be resum­ 
ed before tomorrow at the earliest 
and possibly not before Friday. 
Defiant of WLB 
Th caning off th.-* walkout, the 
hard bargaining UMW president 
remained defiant of the W ar La­ 
bor Board. 
'T he m iners are going back to 
work for the governm ent and not 
for the coal operators," he said. 
“They do so in the utm ost good 
faith and in the hope their gov­ 
ernm ent will treat them w ith the 
same good faith."

June 23—Death of a 
white woman shot by a Negro sni­ 
per today brought to 29 the total 
of 
fatalities

riots, and created new complica­ 
tions in the city’s quest for peace 
and normalcy. 
The latest victim was Mrs. Sal­ 
ly Grubcwski, 55, an innocent by­ 
stander during raging battles be­ 
tween Negroes and whites 
Mon­ 
day. A bullet struck her in the 
head. 
Police announced that Napoleon 
Manning, Negro grocer held in Jail 
I since 
the 
shooting, 
would 
be 
} charged with her murder. 
Mis. Grubcwski was the first 
u'hite woman to succumb to riot 
injuries. 
Three white men 
were 
killed. Of the remaining 25 slain, 
all were 
Negroes including 
one 
woman. 
Negro Wounded 
Another Negro, 26-year*o!d Jul- 
ion Witherspoon, fell victim to po­ 
lice 
bullets shortly before 
Mrs. 
Grubowski died. He was shot in 
the aide by State Trooper Ted An­ 
derson after he had sprinted into 
a Negro Y. M. C. A. 
Police said W itherspoon fled a 
group of Negroes the police were 
questioning on the sidewalk, yell­ 
ing “Heil Hitler.’’ Inside the *Y* 
door Witherspoon halted and again 
orally 
saluted 
“Der 
Fuehrer,’’ 
reaching for his pocket 
Trooper 
Anderson 
thought 
Witherspoon was pulling a gun, 
and 
fired 
immediately, 
officers 
said. 
A second flareup was reported 
in Hastings street, a “hot spot" in

state police pumped 200 rounds of 
ammunition into a building after a

TORONTO, June 23—The form ­ 
er am bassador to Soviet Russia, 
Joseph E. Davies, warned today 
that ‘‘without Russia there can be 
no stable peace." 
Speaking at a Canadian-Soviet 
rally in Toronto, Davies said: 
“The purpose and policies of the 
Soviet Union, both as to the war 
and to the peace, are all In ac­ 
cord with w hat we and the decent 
nations of the earth desire." 
Davies was welcomed by Cana­ 
dian 
Prim e M inister 
MacKenzie 
King. 
The ex-envoy in his address call­ 
ed on the United Nations to accord 
“to the Soviet Union that respect 
and confidence to which it is en­ 
titled." Davies likened the United 
Nations to the communities which 
arose during America’s early fron­ 
tier days and advocated a post­ 
war program of collective security.
